1st. The cultivation of the heart as 
well as the head, and improvement of 
manners as well as the mind.

Chicago, July 7.— A fresh attempt w»i 
made to iitart the cars running on the tracks 
of the Wert Division railway. A start was 



line, contrary to the expectations of the 
strikers. About two hundred an J fifty pa- 
trolmen and fifty deputy sheriffs, accom 
panied the train of ten car*. One of the 
latter body exercised his lung power by so- 
liciting patronage, but with little success. 
The trip was made without incident, the 
heavy rain serving to prevent the crowd 
from congregating. 

No fart's were collected from the few who 
took the risk of being assailed with stones, no 
that the experiment resulted in nothing de- 
cisive. The strikers claim the OMtpMjr <'"»- 
not run its cars without protection of the 
police. It is believed that the force will be 
gradually withdrawn, when found the com- 
pany does IK it intend tO compromise, and 
only enough kept on the streets to prevent 
any serious outbreak. 

Four cars started from the barns on Van 
Buren street, four on Lake an 1 ban M R II 
dolph. No cars has yet been started on 
Madison, the lack of men being slated to be 
the chief reason. Two trips have been made 
on Randolph street The cars ware run a 
block and a half apart, anil police protection 
waa diminished. The passengers crowded 
the cars, and fares were takeu. Trouble is 
anticipated, and as soon as the cars are left 
unguarded by police it is thought conductors 
and drivers will be severely dealt with a.i 1 
the cars dumped in the ditch before the po- 
lice can prevent it. Thus tar no disorder 
has been reported. 

In Cleveland. 
Cleveland, July 7 —Three thousand 
striking mill inen met in "Peach Orchard" 
hail. They listened to speeches by several of 
the most prominent citizens of their num- 
ber, advising them to join the Knight* of 
Labor, and the Amalgamated associations. 
A coniraitte waa appointed to consider the 

them to buv crimson flags, emblems of com- 
mune. This the strikers done, and they are 
now marching through the principal street*
